To Canada’s Debt 


OTTAWA— A _ very substantial 


| deficit on administrative operating 
| account; $53,422,661 was for the Can- 
adian National, now charged directly 
to consolidated account. Then, rail- 
way advances from previous years, 
written off from active to non-active 
assets amounted to $41,121,216 while, 
added to the debt on account of harbor 
boards, was $21,817, 023. 

The prospects point to another' sub- 
stantial addition as a result of the 
operations in the current fiscal year. 
With returns for five months yet to 
come, there can be no precise estimat- 
ed but it is quite apparent revenues 
are below those estimated in the 
budget. : 

New taxation was hoped to produce 
$52,000,000 extra. Up to the end of 
October, the receipts were actually 
down $41,000,000. 


B.C. Has Six Thousand 
Fewer on Relief 

Victoria, Jan.2.—British Columbia 
had approximately 6000 fewer persons 
on relief in December this year than 
in the corresponding month of last 
year, provincial relief officers said 
today. 
The peak for mid-winter is expect- 
ed ala 100,000 persons, including 
dependents, as against 106,000 in the 
same period in 1932. 
The November total was 94,000, in- 
cluding those on relief and their de- 
pendents. 


TWICE DURING DECEMBER

amendments to the pension act. 

In the case of many of those pen- 
sionsers, where there has been or may 
be reduction, cancellation or recovery 
of the amounts paid to them, arising’ 
from circumstances ‘which, under the 
Pension act, may nat be pensionable, 
opportunity will be given them for a 
hearing before a quorum of the pen- 
sion commission, if they have any 
complaint ....

Alfalfa Proving Valuable 
In Far North Latitudes 


W. D. Albright, of the Dominion 
Experimental Substation, at Beaver- 
lodge, Alberta, sends the following 
article on the important part alfalfa 
is taking in the agricultural scheme of 
things in northern latitudes: 

The alfalfa crop is steadily gaining 
ground. ‘As far north as Great Slave 
Lake it has produced encouraging plot 
yields while in the Peace and Atha- 
baska watersheds a rapidly increas- 
ing number of farmers are classing 
it out of the experimental and into 
the proven category. 

It is the hog pasture par excellence 
and any man’s first interest is in this 
direction. A dollar and a half an 
acre will purchase the four or five 
pounds of seed needed to sow an acre 
in rows and this acre will easily graze 
tvqenty-five to thirty shotes or more. 

As hay crop alfalfa is best. adapied 
for use in combination with grass. 
Contrary to reiterated warnings _ it 
has done well at the Beaverlodge Sub- 
station mixed with brome, although 
rye grass crowds it less.

Despite the big petition which was 
presented to Premier Brownlee by the 
Alberta, Motor Association on behalf 
of very many thousands of mutor- 
ists, the license year for auto li- 
censes is not to be extended, sc that 
all 1933 licenses have now expired, 
and 1934 plates will be required to be 
obtained practically at once for own- 
ers driving their cars.

7000 Tons of Water 
For 1 Bushel of Wheat 


Toronto, Jan: 2.—Upwards of 7000 
tons of water are needed in the pro- 
duction of a single bushel of Cana- 
da’s 400,000,000-bushel wheat crop. 

The figure is based on a computa- 
jon made by Canada’s chief weather 
man, John Patterson, director of the 
Dominion Meteorological Service. 

Mr. Patterson has a flair for meas- 
uring the influence which ‘weather 
has on various phases of Canada’s 
national Jife when he is not busy try- 
ing to find out when cold spells like
